TO REDUCE RATES AT THIS TIME 


Edward V. Leach, manager ol the 


Washington hotel, has returned from 
Chicago, where he attended the unmml 
meeting of the American Hotel Asso- 
ciation, which extended over a week 
in the windy city. Mr. Leach was ac- 
companied by his wife and they en- 
joyed their stay immensely. 


Jlr. Leach stated that during the 


meeting of the association, telegrams 
were received from hundreds of manu- 
facturers throughout the country, re- 
questing that rates be lowered. The 
burden of the telegrams was to the 
effect that hotel rate*,'plus the high 
rate of travel, had made it necessary 
for the manufacturers to reduce their 
traveling forces to the minimum. A 
committee was named to draft a re- 
ply to the telegrams and it will be sent 
broadcast within a few days. The re- 
ply will contain the information, ac- 
cording to Mr. Leach that it will he 
impossible to reduce the rates at this 
time, due to the fact that hotel men 
have been handicapped by the elimina- 
tion of the s«loon. which cuts off a 
big source of revenue; and the further
